A Pnecmatlc Safety .Jail. 


A pneumatic safety jail is the name 


of a recent novel application of com- 
pressed air which has been developed 
in Tennessee. The walls of the vaults 
or cells are steel tubes spaced about 
4k 1-2 inches apart, and the floor and 
ceiling are of double steel plates with 
an air space between. 
These tubes 


and air spaces are all in communica- 
tion and are kept filled with com- 
pressed air. In case the bars are cut 
in an attempt to escape the reduction 
in the air pressure at once sounds an 
automatic alarm at any desired point 
The door is also built up with air 
tubes, and the lock is also protected 
by a hollow hinged bar swinging 
across its face, 
This must be re- 


moved before the lock can be gotten 
at. The tubes contain in then- inte- 
rior octagonal bars 
about seven- 


eighths of an inch in diameter of 
hardened tool steel. These are piv- 
oted at the ends, and readily turn, so 
that even if the air pressure were re- 
moved the cell would be as difficult to 
escape from as any other now on the 
market

of the English army in south Africa is j 
made necessary by the fact that even 
with the elaborate horse registration 
system in force in Great Britain It is 
impossible to secure all the animals 
needed for immediate service at home, 


time cf peace the military estab- 


sbment of England requires for its 


'use a total of 13,599 horses. la time 
of war this total jumps at once to 2S,- 
749. Horse buyers for the army are 
now at work, not only in this country 
but also in Canada, in Australia, and 
in Austria. Under the present arrange- 
ment in Great Britain a sort of horse 
militia is kept always at the disposal 
of the government in time of war, Per- 
SOQ3 having a number of horses at 
their disposal apply to the war depart- 
ment, which sends an officer to exam- 
ine them. 
Such horses as £re found 


suitable are registered and a price set 
upon them. Their owners agree to 
hold them always ready at the ca'll 
of the government and receive in re- 
turn an annual 
subsidy of $2.50 a 


horse. 
Under this provision 14,000 
torses are registered, but even with 
this large supply upon which they may 
draw it has been found necessary to go 
abroad for a majority of the heavy

The favorite camp- 
ing grounds of the London recruiting 
sergeants are in the neighb<»hood of 
the Horse Guards and iu Trafalgar 
square, on the sides fronted by the 
National Gallery and St. Martin's 
church. 


Those who take the shilling there 


are initiated into the service of her 
majesty at the recruiting depot of St. 
George's barracKs, just behind the 
National Gallery. This is the largest 
in Great Britain, aud probably one- 
quarter of all the British recruits are 
there enrolled. Other large depots 
are found at Woolwich, Hounslow and 
elsewhere. In fact there is a recruit- 
ing depot in every town of note in 
all Great Britain. 


The recruiting sergeants who work 


in the square near the Horse Guards 
have a far easier task to perform gen- 


I erally than those who do duty else- 
where. Under the splendid stimulus 
furnished by the crack cavalry's ap- 
pearance the recruits rarely have to 
be subjected to much persuasion, and 
often offer 
themselves unsolicited. 


Recruits are easily obtained, also, in 
many places on occasions of great 
parades. But in ordinary circum- 
stances securing recruits for her ma- 
jesty's service is not a task to be 
lightly undertaken. 


Fortunately, crimping and the press 


gang are no longer necessary in order 
to keep the army ranks fairly well 
filled, but it is true that the recrnit- 
ing sergeants for the militia and the 
ordinary foot regiments are sometimes 
obliged to resort to rather devious ex- 
pedients. Recruits obtained in slum 
neighborhoods are mainly youngsters 
out of work, often without family ties 
and sometimes quite willing, if well 
persuaded, to get away from their 
present surroundings even if the pros- 
pects be fairly favorable for service 
against half savage native rebels in 
India, the still more savage blacks of 
Africa or the Boers, who are more 
dangerous becanse of their superior 
marksmanship than either Hindoos 
or other blacks. 
A guarantee of the 


recruit's good moral character is re- 
quired ostensibly, but the regulations
